CANCER. 


Dr. Charlies J. Childe says that the 
‘universal use of the knowledge we now 
have about cancer would reduce the 
present toll by one-half among women 
and one-third among-men. To get rid 
of the other half, or two-thirds, accord- 
ing to the sex concerned, we must have 
more facts: We must know more about 
what cancer is, what causes. it, aad 
what cures it. But if the laboratories 
never found any cures or bacterial 
causes, Or anything else, we would get 
rid of almost half the cancer if the 
people would only wake upe 

For instance, ca of the skin can 
be diagnosed and cured in practically 
every instance. Yet a good many thou- 
sand people die from skin cancer every 
year. I am sure the average man thinks 
of skin cancer as incurable. If he hears 
of some case of skin cancer that has 
died, he feels that nothing could Have 
been done, and when, on the other hand, 
he hears of a skin cancer that has been 
cured, he marvels at the unexpected 
blessing. 

Cancer of the skin should not cause 
anxiety or fear. Still less should it cause 
a person to refuse to investigate, to deny 
diagnosis, and to say, “O, it’s nothing 
but a touch of salt rheum.” Being right 
in sight, it is easily diagnosed. Being 
superficial, it is easily and successfully 
treated. 

“ The American Society for the Control 
of Cancer” says: “All cancers always 
start in a small way.” At first they are 
miniature cancers. They grow slowly 
and insidiously. Not only is a cancer 
smnall to begin with, but it appears to 
be a distinctly local disorder. It is not 
a constitutional or a blood disease. In 
fits early stages the cancer does not 
affect the genera!¥health.” 


~~ 


To this may be added that cancer, in 
its early sate is not painful. It is 
only after it has developed into a mass 
which pushes and eats into other struc- 
tures that it becomes painful. Cancer 
of such organs as the liver and kidney 
organs, which contain almost no nerves 
for pain, may grow to large size without 
causing any pain. 

Cancer is not catching, in any proper 
sense. The statement by the society 
continues: “ The inciting cause of can- 
cer is some form of chronic irritation 
im practically all instances. At the site 
of the growth, for a considerable time, 
there has been a mechanical, chemical, 
bacterial; or other imitating condition 
which has, in some way, so disturbed the

nose; of any sore which will not heel; 
of the mole or wart that changes in 
color, size, or appearance; of indigestion 
which will not stop and cannot be ex- 
plained; of any unusual discharge from 
any part of the body; and of any lump 
which does not go away.”

Meat, white bread, petatoes, and 
sugar are not protective foods in the 
sense of keeping one young and beau- 
tiful. These, taken in excessive 
amounts without counteracting their 
dietary defects by body building and 
repair items of diet, result in a bad con- 
dition of the skin, enfeeblement of the 
digestive powers, debility of the intes- 
tine, resulting in constipation, bad 
breath, lack of energy, constant fa- 

tigue, irritability. Whenever the diet 


is unsatisfactory for any appreciable 
time the vitality of the tissues is run 
down. A poor color and poor texture 
of the skin is seen, wrinkles and crow’s 
feet tend to develop, and the signs of 
age begin to come on. The hair tends 
to lose its luster and fall out. And, 
because the intestinal tract becomes 
inactive and putrefying matter is har- 
bored, bad breath is another unwhole- 
some condition to cope with.
